"Had Courage, Vision" 


Paying tribute to Lincoln and to 


Gettysburg and the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress. Lt. Gov. Strickler declared 
that "the shadow of Lincoln falls 
over the entire nation today. 


'.'Lincoln, with courage and vision, 


took a great part in the formation 
of the Republican party," he said, 
"and so Republicans in seeking to 
serve the party or to serve it better 
have no finer object than the poli- 
tical career of Abraham Lincoln. 
The whole public life of Lincoln 
was an example of a regular party 
man of the highest type." 


Strickler paid tribute to Lincoln 


as an advocate of law and order 
and the supremacy of the Constitu- 
tion. "He was a politician, ardent 
and unashamed, who believed in 
the two-party system, but who lis- 
tened to the voice of the people and 
used tact and discrimination. He 
was self-reliant, but free of ar- 
rogance, and he was a man who 
believed in the power of Almighty 
God." 


Turning to present day problems, 


Lt. Gov. Strickler declared that 
America is great because it is a 
nation which believes in liberty, 
justice, independence and equality 
of rights. 


Scores Extravagance 


"That's the America which has 


lasted and which is going to last," 
he declared, but he said that "the 
thing that counts is the soul of 
America, born in the Declaration of 
Independence and perpetuated in 
the Constitution, every word of 
which was written to declare a right 
or correct a wrong. 


"In the days of Lincoln it was the 


soul of America which came to the 
front again and saved the union. 
In 1917 and 1918 we fought to make 
the world safe for democracy, and 
we fought the »ast war because we 
had to, ana oecause we thought that 
America meant something to the 
world and we were determined to 
preserve it. 


"America now calls for all the 


great minds of the nation, not to- 
morrow, but now. This is the crucial 
year. For years we have had a gov- 
ernment of spending and extrav- 
agance called the 'New Deal' and 
the time has come for us to say "This 
is enough, we are going to stop it.' 


Great Opportunity , 


"We have a marvelous opportunity 


in America, and if we, as Republi- 
cans, don't take advantage of it 
between now and November, we will 
never have the same opportunity 
again."

The furniture and 
much of the couple's personal ef- 
fects were lost.

blaze with water from the booster 
tank. 


Later fire broke out in the unoc- 


cupied summer home of Joseph M. 
McSweeney in the Roland Hill sec- 
tion of Blue Ridge Summit. 


Firemen said the blaze started 


from a short circuit at the meter 
box. 


Damage to the interior of the

For the rest of this story here are 


arguments for letting it become a 
state: 


As citizens of a territory, the 


people here have had local self- 
government more than 40 years, so 
they're experienced in government. 


They elect their own legislature 


of 30 House members and 15 sen- 
ators. The people there—or 85 per 
cent of them—are _U. S citizens. 
They pay the same taxes people in 
the states pay. 


But. except for tlie Legislature and 


a delegate to Congress, they c"an't 
elect their officials: The President 
of the United States appoints the 
governor and all the judges. Al- 
though the Ilawaiians elect a dele- 
gate to Congress he can't vote these. 
He Is a representative without 
power Which means the Hawaiians 
have no say-so in the U. S. govern- 
ment although it's controlled by that 
government.

cuted. 


While in prison, Valentine, await- 


ing his end, was denied all means 
of communication with his family, 
and so occupied his time in cutting 
small pieces of parchment into un- 
usual shapes, often symbolizing a 
heart, and other fancy decorations. 
Upon these he wrote messages of 
love to his family in the hope that 
the daughter of the jailer would de- 
liver them after his death. Appar- 
ently many of these were delivered— 
signed, Your Valentine.

DEATH CLOSES 


TROUBLED LIFE 


Atlanta, Feb. 13 «P>—Death early 


Fri. ended the troubled adventures 
of Paul R. Refoule, French-born 
artist, victim of the Nazis and key 
figure in the unsolved murder here 
of his socialite wife, Peggy. 


For the slight, 35-year-old Re- 


foule, death came at 4:31 am. after 
10 weeks of Illness in which he un- 
derwent two major operations in- 
terspersed with a case of pneumonia 
His mother was with him when 
death came. 


Refoule's postwar troubles started 


last May 14 when the body of his 
auburn-haired, 31-year-old wife, an 
ex-Atlanta debutante, was found 
face up in Peachtree creek by the 
bloodhounds of a police search party. 


Mrs. Refoule, the former Mar- 


garet Alston, had been strangled 
and her feet bound together. The 
swift rushing waters of the creek 
had washed her dress around bed- 
head. 


The slaying never was solved. A 


Pulton county grand jury indicted 
Refoule on serious charges and after 
months of legal wrangling during 
which Refoule charged police with 
violating his civil rights and sued 
for $50,000 damages, the case was 
dropped November 24.
